Thereupon be travelled thꝛaugh many Deſerts and 

Wilderneſses, hsping to meet with the Hermitage of 
ſome Jnchantreſs, but he could find none: For then Yilil

When Sir Vane had read this Epiſtle, he was then

this, he waxed greatly in wzath with the Meek Knight, 
and ſware. by his ſturdy ſteed Snorter, that he would not 
ceaſe till he had pulled the Souldan out of his Palace by the 
ears, ſo that he might have the advice of the Knicht of 
the moſt myſterions Allegories. Then Sir Vane pꝛo⸗ 
miſed to aſ[ſfff Sir Lambert all that he might, on condition 
that he ſhould be the next in dignity-to bim when he was 
chief Soldan. Then Sit Lambert ſwoze unto Sir V ane

to me. Po2eover J have told manp of them that which J 
intend, and they are reſolved with me toltve and dpe. 


Then ſafd für Fleetwood right cunningiy, fince that pou 
ſir Lambert can pꝛevail ſo much by pour own power, let 
not me interpole my weak fo:ce to fnjure the fame of ſo 
woz2thy a Knight, But ſir Lambert who was as cunning 
as he, rcply*d that he would not adventure without him, 
that as he was chief in power he ſhould be chief in the 
undertaking, Alas fir Fleetwood quoth the U night of the 
Golden Tulep, think pou that J am arrived here to rob fo

let not his will be reſifted, but let us enjop one another as 
ſ@n as we can, foz often hath my Nurſe ſpoken pꝛoverbi⸗ 
ally unto me, ſaying, Yappy is that woing, which is not 
long a doing. When it was known that the two parties 
had got one the others affeaion, the Boneſires blaze, the 
Belts rang, and Dir Lambert and Dir Vane were both dzunk 
that night foz joy.

in moſt Sou dier⸗like faſhion, but no vhere vid they riſe in

Sir Lambert, I have heard ere now of thy valour, but 
know that | fear thee no more then the Lyon feareth the 
timorous Hare; l am refolved therefore to mcet thee at 
the head of all thy Troopes, there to try the force of thy 
Sword, nor do thou diidain to accept the challenge of a 
Swinheard, who may chance to prove as good a Knight as 
thy ſelf; When Sir Lambert read the challenge, he ſaid no 
moze to the Squire, but only bad him to take notice ofthe 
colour of his Bozſe, and of his Burgonet. Then the Squire 
rode away, and Sir Lambert pzeſs'd fozward toward the 
Dangerous Bridge, to encounter the Chriſtians; Then there

carrying in his hand the Arms and Pedigree of his Lord. 
Don Hazlerigo was on a Hill when he ſaw um coming 
towards him with their Mats on about a mile oft; wherc⸗ 
foze immediately he ſent awap one of bis Squires, to 
know cf them how they durſt be ſo bold as to keep their 
hats on bekoꝛe him while he was in ſight ; whether they

c: knowing that delays are dangerous. Ik we muſt burn, 
ec let us burn; ik kill, kill, tis no matter whom, whit oz 
« when:we looſe our Anthoꝛity while vve enter into ſuch

« J vvarrant you all things vvill co 1 veil: When he had 
ſpoken theſe woꝛds he departed home to his ſpouſe: now 
not long after, it happened that he was going in g2zeat 
ſtate to the Houſe, certain little childꝛen playing together 
tried one to another, There goes one of the Rump, which 
was a term of Jgnominy that the people of Britain had 
thꝛown upon the Forty Ty rants; which when it came to 
the ear of Don Hazlerigo, he tauſcd the ſaid childꝛen to be 
ſent foz 3 when they came bekoꝛe him, with a ſtern ceun⸗

While 
he was thus ſolacing himſclf under his wall, came unto 
him the ſad news how that the Forty Tyrants were got 
into power again, and that Don Hazlerigo with an Army 
had fo2ced all his one and twenty S:ers to run away, 
ſwearing that he would net only boyl Sir Lambert now, 
bit make Poꝛridge alſo of his Fleſh, he feil ſtreigyt way 
into a ſwon, continuing ſo ko eight and foꝛty hours;

< take heed of their Bears, that is let um lok to them⸗ 
cſelves; foz tf ever Jget um in my paws age in, Jie 
% £2ipe uma little kaſter then J did bekoꝛe. Then fir 
Lambert had ſpoken theſe words, he thꝛew his cio: ke 
ober his ſhoul2ers, and in rery mclaiicholy-wiſe ſpur'd 
his Diced kozward. The Forty T yrants hearing that 
he was come unto the god Zown of London, they ſent 
fo2 him to have him in Eramindtion; But when he 
came befoze them, Don Hazlerigo look'd upon hin with a 
very 
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very g2im alped, Si rah, quoth he, Sir Knight what made 
thy overventurous, fool-hardy,memirrot c preſumption 
dare to advance it ſelf againſt oxcombly ehur of Knight- 
hood ? Didft thou not know that I was cholerick; how 
then daredſt thou to provoke me? Sir Lambert, then 
pleaded fo2 himſelf, Taping, That lie had not done what 
he did but that he thought"cwas for the good of the Na- 
tion. Thou lyeſt like a Rogue, replies Don Hazlerigo; 
and having ſaid thoſe woꝛds commanded him to be taken 
away koꝛthwith, and to be th1owa into the Caldꝛon of 
boyling Lead, which was p2epared ita place not far off:

Now becauſe tha? the length of them was luch and ſo 
vaſt, they tok the large l ſteꝑs the t ever were known. one 
Stilt being alwaies ten Pitc bote ze the other, which map

The Brant Credo ſ ing thein pꝛeparing them ſuch 
Stilts he pꝛefentiy made him ſelk ſuch to; foꝛ, qucth he, 
ſurely they muſt be erteilen t foꝛ diſpeteh, which he found 
to be true; fo2 by the help of theſe Stf:ts he went to the 
furthcft parts ef old Scotia, did hach ⁊ge in in leſſe then a 
quarter 'of en hour bin ing a huge 0d mic pee Hill upon 
his head with moꝛe eaſe then a Turk carries his Turbanc : 
now beczuſe the Hill cotered him all over, ſo that he ceuld 


rot be perceiv'd, ſome ſep thit the Hill walk'd and it ves. 


taken fo2 a gꝛeat Piracle th2cnghout ell Albion. Mhen 
ve tame to the place appointed, te tok the ſaid mountain 
cf his head as one would tat e off his Cop and uith one 
hand ſet it upon the top of Plimlemmon; he had no ſorcr 
dore it, but the Caverns of his belly roar'd, and immed;- 


-teip ſent fo2th ſuch a mighty tempeſt as blow the ſsid. 


D. untain quite away ſome 15 Miles into the Occen, as 
vou would blow awey a Feether with a Smiths peir ok 


Bellows, and ſo was ell that labour loſt. Scarcely hed 


this miekoꝛtune befallen them, when the Gyants Huſonio 
and Hackero rituri. d the ene frem Tenariff, the r tier 


fcom Africa, They rele ted ſtrange things; hcw that es 


they were te king up the Pom ts ins en their backs, the 
Ante hts of thoſe Countries came upon them fo that the v 
were fo:c'd to ficht vith ell Comers and Ceers foꝛ fix 
days and nights together: Huſonio ſaf> that he had fic in 
the Pilkions of Knights, and Hackero reported how he 
had kiti'd five Pilltons xten richte, beüũdes two divarfe; 
unt at leneth hearing thet Atlas was coming to defend his 
own 
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own mountain being very weary, they retired fo2thwith ; 
fo2 they were loth to venture rabizrs with a Gpant of 
ſach Fame as he was: Yowever they brought with them 
tour oꝛ five ſmaller Mils which were not above two oz 
thze Miles high a piece, which they has put in their poc⸗ 
kets koꝛ fear ot being diſcovered. But as they vere go⸗

the Gyant Credo went down to met them, and when he 
came ner, he ſaid unto them, with a ſtern countenance, 
Are ye ſpirits of the North, or o the South, or are ye ſpi- 
rits of the lower Regions, or ſpirits of the Sphears? If ye 
be ſuch, Think you that we who are now going to re- 
venge our ſelves upon the Gods, will let you eſcape who 
are but their Miniſters ? with thit he gave one of the 
Pilk-matds ſuch a blow on her Pail as made her Pail and 
her Head come almoſt to the ground tocether: Which 
when the reſt cſpy'd, they thiew down their Milk⸗paila 
with gꝛeat indignation, and feil uvon the Gyan! with lich 
a fury, that he net being able to reäſt their ſtrong Aio⸗ 
lence, was fo2ced to yieid,while they drag' d him to the 
gzound by the hir of the head: being in this vlight he be 
gan to call 4 try; but 'twas well if the reſt of the Gyants 
had enouch of courage to ſee him; for they durit not fiir 
one inch to his alüſtance. Utllaja that thou art, Quoth 
one of the Amazon Uirgins, I'le teach thee to hurt Jane, 
t with that the gave him a claw that plow'd up his Face 
fromear to ear. Nay, quoth another, for the honour of 
Saint George let's croſſe him; and ſo ſhe made a forrow 
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rom his Chin to his Fozehead ; One would habe cut 
off his Gingumbobs, but that feare made him ſwell ſo 
ſtrong, that they were fo2c'd to quit him. Which bleſſed 
time being come, with a countenance full of the effras of 
a ſad conqueſt, hs went to his feltow-Gyants, who partly 
affrichted. at the dircfull mo2tifications of his Miſage, 
partly ſ&ing the Milk⸗wenches ad vante, and confivering 
that they ſhould ne ver be able to conquer the Bods, who 
were beaten only by two or thꝛe ſpꝛiohts, as to them the 
Pilk-wenches lee med to be, they tok up their Mels, 
and with no ſmall dilicence, ran awap, leaving their 
intended Deſign to any badp elle that durſt undertake it.

- "thee, and which thou halt affozded unto my Damſens, 
that J would not thou ſhouldſt want any alſiſtance that 
Ican affozd thee. Thercfozenow J cal ft to mind, 
there is one Gyges, who is in azeat eſteem with the fa⸗ 
mous lir-PluroKnſcht of the Internal ſbades, who hath 
u Ring, the vertue whereof fs ſuch, that he who ever 
wears the ſame thall walk inviſible ; That quoth the 
Seer would be of gzeat advantage unto me, and 3 
would when J had made uſe of it return it unto gr 
Gyges with all poſſible ſpeed, and the choiceſt of my 
-courteous thanks, Pereupon Rimbombs, Nachor, and 
Rantantamboro were again diſpatch'd unto fir Gyges, fo 
defire 
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veſtre him in the name of the Sable-browd- Enchantreſs * 
that he would in courteſle lend her his Ring, the which 
had ſach excellent vertue, that ſhe might pleaſure a diſ- 
frefſsd Knight wg was one of her Friends, who had 
gzeat occaſſon thereof, Str Oyges replied that he was 


alwapes courteous unto diſtreſſed Knights, and had no 
leſs reſpeck to the Sable- browd-Enchantreſs , ſo that he 
was right. ſozry that he tould not do as ſhe defired, foz 
that he had loſt. the Ring that ſhe ſent fo; molt 
unfoztunatelp ; foz having left it off one mozning 
when he went to waſh his hands, the Damſel of 
the Cafle ſwept it away , and threw it among 
the rabbiſh out of the Cattle gates.

Jurte 
this Cattle, to which J was datly invited by the Inchalt⸗ 
treſſe, how J came hither again, J know not, however 
JF have reaſon to give thee thanks ſo2 the marvelong 
courteſies which thon haſt affo2ded to me this nicht, ſo 
pnlitng off a Ring which ſhe wo2e upon her thumb, ſhe 
gave it him, deũtring him to accept it as a token of her 
love, ano having ſo ſafd, ſhe immediately vaniſht out of 
bis fight, When he had thus obtatn'd the Ring, he 
found there was one thing moꝛe which would be a great 
hindꝛance unts him, which was the tedioulneſſe of the 
Journey, by reaſon of certain gzeat Coznes which he 
had upon his feet ; wherefoze calling unto him again 
Dame Mariana, the Block- browd · Inchantreſſe, they 
thereupon entered into new debates, and at length ſhe 
reſolved to make him a flying Charriot.

hy reverberation , communtcateth; ſounds: unto the 
© bzain 2: Therekoze thou muſt and ſhalt hear me: But 
what would J have thee do? Mhy J would have thee 
to thew me a Pountain and a Den; yea Flap: unto 
©thee, how me a Ponntain and a Den, where the lop- 

al night map not ffad me out, and J ſhall ſacrifice un · 

ta thee foꝛ thy pain, an Hecatomb of black-iffed Lice, 
well fatten with; humane Blood. It thou doeff ns 
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thou art neither civil no2 courteous, for what Guell 
will not be kind to his oaſt wo bath entertained him 
and given him harbour, as J have done unto thee, 
Having uttercd theſe woꝛds he came unto the Sea, 
the which be waded through, though in manp places 
thereof it was a full Inch above his Chin: Neith: r was 
it altogether without Impediment, as pe ſhall hear eft- 
ſones,.. Foz pe muſt know that he could not wade o⸗ 
ver ſo ſuddenlp, but that there befel him a certain acct- 
dent, the which it was this.

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with fo much violence that thꝛough the fo2ce thereof, 
ſparcles of fire iſſned fo2th of bis ſafd Helmet; The 
which lighting upon ſome of the To2ches that were next 
ſet them on a lame; When the Tozches were lighted, 
Neptune could not hold, he being alſo inflam'd like his 
Toꝛches, with a deſire his Thetis ſhould ſee him fight, 
wherefoze he dings again to the Gpyant with mighty 
fierceneſſe,and boldp in the wozds of Sir Lancelot thus 
beſpeaks him, | 

Lay 
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Lay down thy Load Sr. Gyant though. 


But to this Huſonio made anſwer, 
My Load's mine own, my Anſwers no. 


And ſaping thoſe wo2ds , fox he feared the multitude 
that was about him, he ſank into the Dea, and letting 
another moſt formidable Fart, he blew the Ses up in 
ſuch a manner, that there was a leagucs diſfance from 
the bottom of the Sea, and bottom of the waters; 
wh:reby it came to paſſe , that the Gyant walked under 
the Sea as dry as if it had been in his own Dining rom, 
and ſo eſcaped Neptunes furp, until he came unto the 
Strond of Normania. Right happy was it that this 
ſtrange adventure fell out; ſoz the people that divelt

Aided with the green Sickneſte, they are ſafd to lk 

green, when they are in verity white; We call Gecſe 
green, pet who is ſuch a Gooſe as doth not perceive 

them to be many times grey; Meat ts ſaid to be green 


rolled, when lt is all over red with blood; And all the

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Mold that hnows what green Fiſh is, knows it fo he 


white, And thus the Poon being either red, grep, oz 
white, may pꝛoperly be ſaid to be green; Nbw that it ia 
a Cheeſe, the Allegoꝛical Configuration ofthe Super- 
natural Ideas doth make manffeſt; Foz pou ſee how 
that a Cheeſe in its Spherical Rotundity waines and 
waines till it come to be all eaten, and then pzeſentlp 


appears a new Cheeſe; Even ſo pou ſee it is with the

MP$eover do pou not ſee holes in a Cheeſe - and did not 
the N:cromancer Galileo diſcry Moles and Concavities

mancer Hugo Petros, Sometime his guilty mind ima- 
gined, that the bleeding Ghoſt of the god King of Britain, 
whom he had mudered,followed him up and down, hauns 
ting him with fearful exclamat ions, and filling each coꝛ⸗ 
ner of the earth with clamo2s of revengement. Such 
fear and ferrour raged in his ſoul, that he thought all pla- 
ces where he travelled, were filled with multttades of 
LRnfghts, and that the ſtrength of Countries purſued him, 
to heap vengeance upon his guilty head foꝛ thoſe wzonas 
that he had wzought, whereby he curſed the hour of his 
birth, and blamed the cauſe of his creation, wiſhing the 
Fates to conſume his body with a flaſh of fire.

Are never troubled with ſuch laſting woe, 


You furious beaſts that feed onMountaiss high, 
And reſtleſſe run with rage your prey to find, 
Draw near to him whoſe brutiſh cruelty

I know no means to yield my heart relief,

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This ſozrowful Song being ended, he laid himſelf 
all along upon the green graſſe, cloſing np the Cloſets 
of his Exes, in hope to repoſe himſelf in a quiet leep, 
in which filent Contemplation we will leave him a 
while, and return to Piſtris Franciſca , the Soldan of 
Brittains Daughter; Foz ſhe was beloved by two right

{wadcd her to have ſlain him; but ſhe refuſed, bidding 
him to do it himſelf , fo ſhe latd, that the Solvanof 
Brittain had never bꝛed her up to be any bodies ſervant, 
The Spant hearing her woꝛds was right ſozrowful,and 
lay ſtill a good ſpace as he had been in a Trance, but a⸗ 
non riſing up again, and ftaring about bim, ſome three 
02 four times, there he is quoth he, and then he ran 
with great fury towards the Bodpof a great Oak that

I can look for nothing but preſent death, nayT = 
ther 
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ther covet therein to be locked fait as in a priſon; 
than receive denial from your fa ir lips. O moſt 
fair, moſt courteous, moſt amiable, gentle, andal- 
ſo right youthful Lady, be not thou the cauſe that 
Iſhould determine my life by loſing your love, 
but rather grant what I deſire, and thereby make 
me for ever yours in hearty affection. It you urge 
how dare offend the Gods by this unlawful act? 
To that fair Lady I anſwer, that I am one of the 
Vicars of the Gods upon Earth, and therefore it 
wholly reſts in my power to abſolve you from 
your ſins, and enjoyn you penance, which truſt 
me Lady ſhall be very eaſie, ſo you will grant me 
your love. 


Then the ny of > ſealed up this Letter, and gave 
it the night ol the Sack : but, and he cave it to bis 
doughty Squire, who was pcleped Anonanonſir, charges 
ing him that heſhould deliver it into the hands of the fair 
Lady Dolcomona, wfthas mach pꝛtvacy as could ve im · 
agined. But fometimes the Fates will not perm.t 
thoſe things ta come to paſſe, which men do in their own 
thoughts tontri ve. Foz Sr. Kilmaddox ſ&ing the
